1. EMBASSY OFFICERS DISCUSSED SUBJECT WITH FOREIGN MINISTRY 
SECRETARY GENERAL CASTILLO AUGUST 27 AND PRESENTED AIDE 
MEMOIRE WHICH OUTLINED USG POSITIONS ON KEY ISSUES AS 
PRESENTED REFTEL. CASTILLO SAID THAT THE GON GENERALLY 
SHARED THE USG VIEW ON THESE KEY ISSUES. HE NOTED THAT 
THE GON HAD VOTED WITH THE USG ON MOST OF THESE ISSUES 

IN THE PAST AND HE ANTICIPATED THAT IT WOULD CONTINUE TO 
DO SO AT THE FORTHCOMING UNGA. 

2. CASTILLO SAID THE GON DID NOT PLAN TO TAKE ANY INITIATIVES 
AT THE 28TH UNGA. HOWEVER, HE REITERATED THE GON'S 

STRONG INTEREST IN ACQUIRING A SEAT ON THE EXPANDED ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL COUNCIL AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT USG WOULD 
BE ABLE TO COMPLETE ITS RATIFICATION IN TIME FOR EXPANSION 
TO BE IMPLEMENTED AT THIS SESSION. EMBASSY OFFICERS 
GAVE CASTILLO INFORMATION ON UNECOSOC EXPANSION AND 
SUPPORT FOR GON CANDIDATE CONTAINED STATE 166609 IN 
RESPONSE TO HIS PREVIOUS INQUIRY. 

3. COMMENT: EMBASSY BELIEVES USG CAN CONTINUE TO 
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COUNT ON GON SUPPORT ON THESE KEY ISSUES. WE WILL BE 
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FOLLOWING UP WITH THE FOREIGN MINISTRY TO ASSURE THAT THE 
NICARAGUAN DELEGATION RECEIVES APPROPRIATE INSTRUCTIONS.
